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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Hofmann (6014398), as applied in the Final Office 
Action, discloses the claimed invention. In response to Applicant's argument that Hofmann fails to disclose every aspect of the invention 
as set forth in the present claims and the amounts of xenon gas in the laser gas mixture as presently claimed provides unexpected 
advantages and/or results. Hofmann teaches the use of xenon gas as an additive to the gas mixture of a conventional excimer laser, 
which is the same as Applicant's claimed invention, see specification page 7, lines 19-23. Hofmann also teaches the addition of xenon 
gas to be preferably 6-10 ppm, which is equivalent to Applicant's range of approximately 10 ppm . 
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
